STOCK AHD FOREARM - The slock and forearm are a high glciss ^ood and do rrot raqusf^^ 
□i-iing as Ihe rnetal parts do. Since these parts are wood we recommend thai you ireai them 
with carOn 

DIRECTION FOR ASSEMBLY 

Make- sure that gun is unloaded and poinled \fi a safe tfirectiork at all times. There -s no 
excuse fcjrnot being careful.
